1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's amendment of Jan. 23, 2009. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's argument regarding claims 14-24, 26-31 have been considered and 
are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14-24, 26-31 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art does not disclose or make obvious, an optronic 
system comprising an emission channel, a receiving channel for receiving the 
backscattering wave from a target , and an optical switching device comprising a optical 
gain medium in the receiving channel, configured by a control unit to be in the OFF 
(absorbing) mode until a predetermined instant and activated into the ON (amplifying) 
mode at the predetermined instant after the start of emission of a laser beam in the 
emission channel, in conjunction with other elements of the claims.
